Labor’s influence is also dulled because’ the lawmaker seeking 
re-election feels labor has lost sympathy with his constituents. 

Another result of the hearings has been a significant in- 
crease in the power of the AFL-CIO over its 140 member na- 
tional unions. The American labor movement was built on the 
principle that each national union was completely self-govert- 
ing. When national unions began forming federations (like AFL- 
CIO) it was for co-operation to prevent raids on members by 
rival unions and to better promote their political objectives. 

The member national union controlled its own bargaining with 
employers ‘fS well as all its internal affairs. The federation presi- 
dent then could-not interfere in the doings of the member national 
union.

NO WAFERS FOR BISHOP 


Wicht. who did the work for his 


dissertation under Bell Wylie, 
Emory expert on the Confeder- 
acy, says that the unleavened 
bread used in Communion was 
also scarce. 

One Sunday morning when'| 
Bishop Henry C. Lay, Protestant | 
Episcopal Bishop of Arkansas, 
went to the altar to celebrate 
Holy Communion, he found corn | 
bread instead of the wafers, re- | 
ports Wight. | 

The bishop considered this a 
sacrilege and refused to serve 
Communion until the unleavened 
wafer could be supplied. 

Wight, during his five years of 
research that took him from 
New York to Texas. found that 
the churches in the South were 
Aimost always loyal to the Con- 
federacy. 

Members who refused to sup- | 
port the Confederacy and slaves 
who fled to the Yankee Army 
were automatically dismissed 
from membership. People,  dis- 
placed by the fighting, found it 
mighty hard to join a church if | 
they couldn’t produce a letter of | 
dismissal from a Southern’ 
church. 

CHURCHES SPLIT OFF 


Wight, who confined his work | 
to the period between October | 
1860-and April 1865, relates that | 
the Baptists and Methodists had | 
already split from the Northern | 
factions of their denominations 
and the Presbyterians, Lutherans 
and Episcopalians soon followed 
Bull. 

Despite this surge of Confed- 
erate patriotism, Wight discov- 
efed, a Union sympathizer, the 
Rev. J. A. Lyon of Mississippi, 
was elected moderator of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church in 
1863. 

The Rev. Mr. Lyon chose to | 
voice his proUnion feelings | 
through his son, who was court- 
martialed by the Confederate | 
gonvernment for printing a letter 
his father had written.

Can Be 
Wart Cure

The common wart never kills 
but the lesions can cause unhap- 
piness when they are ugly or too 
numerous. In addition, they may } 
interfere with typing, playing pi- 
ano, working, or shaving. Now 
and then they are ‘located in a 


spot where they are easily irri- 
tated. 


Warts rarely become. malig- 
nant. On the other hand, cancers 


have been mistaken for warts, 


which delayed treatment. A wart 
usually grows to a certain size 
and seldom changes from that 
point on. Malignancies continue 
enlarging, change, one tend to 


ulcerate. 


Physicians have known for 
years that warts are produced by 


a filtrable virus: This was dem- 
onstrated by grinding up a wart 
and passing it through a special 
filter. When the liquid that came 
out was applied to the skin, a 
new wart developed. 

Fingers, hands, wrists, face, 
and neck are the favored sites. 
It is believed that after the skin 
is damaged, the causative virus 
invades the area at the point of 
injury. The grayish tissue over- 
growth is the way the skin reacts 
to the invasion. In~-time, the 
causative germ dies but the 
lesion remains like a war monu- 
ment. 

The best treatment {s surgl- 
cal removal or burning the lesion 
via electricity, X-ray, or caustic 
chemicals. The psychological 
treatment often works—we don’t 
know why. 

Wart specialists are found tn 
all communities. I have had let- 
ters from many of them and the 
majority are sincere and believe 
honestly that they have a special 
gift along this line. 

They rub the lesions with their 
fingers or objects such as ker- 
nels of corn, potato peelings, or 
the signet of a ring. The more 
ritual attached to the therapy, 
the better the results. The power 
of suggestion Is wonderful. 

One of the more famous heal- 
ers came from Utica, N.Y. Dr. 
Louls Jones says he was “‘a tall, 
white - haired, peace - loving 
man who was greatly loved and 
respected in the neighborhood. A 
certain magic book was kept, 
under lock and key and he spent | 
a long time praying and fasting 
after every cure, This took a 
great deal out of him, because 
be devoted his whole immortal 
soul to cures and was successful 
in eliminating the common wart, 
especially the type that favors 
children.”

VARICOSE VEINS oor ccrtemgemmmmmercmmammmnaenee cerry 


Enlarged veins constitute one of 
the commonest ailments afflicting 
people — and particularly stout 
women. The fact that the veins 
enlarge» badly only in the legs 
shows that something fails in the 
mechanism which helps the 
venous blood to flow’ up the leg 
and- thigh to the abdomen and 
eventually to the right side of the 
heart. To aid this upward flow 
and to keep the veins from di- 
lating enormously the Great De- 
signer .built.in a series of valves 
which. permit the blood to flow 
upward, but keep it from falling 
back toward the feet. When the 
veins enlarge and get as big as 
a, little finger, these valves are 
so pulled out of shape they no 
longer work. Naturally, then, 
things go from bad to worse. 

The primary cause of varicose 
veins is not well understood. The 
disease affects many more wom- 
en than men, and it affects main- 
ly stout women who have borne | 
children. Some persons may well 
have a hereditary tendency to 
poor veins. Theoretically, a job 
that calls for standing all day 
should make the veins dilate more 
than they would if the person 
could work sitting down. 
ELASTIC HELPS 


Many persons get by well 
enough for years without any 
treatment more than the use of 
an élastic bandage or stocking. 
Such support for the veins~can 
help a lot. When something more 
has to be done, the best treat- 
ment consists of removing the 
big veins by a process called 
“stripping.”

1. Whenever, in the opinion of 
the secretary of state, his foreign 
policy is served by censorship 
of news-gathering abroad by the 
American press, it shall be im- 
posed by the department. 

2. This.censorship may be total. 
as under Dulles’ original Chinese 
exclusion act.” Or it may be 
limited by conditions on the ten- 
ure and content of the reporting 
that he prescribes in the role of 
nationwide publisher or man- 
ging editor.

was primarily a civil rights session, although there were some other 
accomplishments. Unquestionably, the burning issue that commanded 
the most attention and took up the most time was not foreign aid, 


defense, taxes, farm legislation, 
civil rights. 

From. the Southern viewpoint, 
this was unfortunate, stnce the 
Dixie legislators looked upon the 


civil rights bill as unnecessary. 
From. the national viewpoint, 


‘this fight also had its unfortunate 


aspects. It kept the lawmakers 
from devoting more time and 
study to such problems as ris- 
ing inflation, a drop in farm in- 
come, Soviet ICBM rattling, and 
the deterioration of the West's 
position in the Middle East. 

But politics being what it is, 
this was a fact of life in the 85th 
Congress. On the brighter side 
was the hope that enactment of 
a voting rights bill would put 
aside the diyisive civil rights is- 
sue at least for awhile. 

To a Georgia-reporter covering 
his first session of Congress, two 
things stand out among the kalei- 
doscopic impressions of floor 
debates, committee hearings, in- 
terviews and _ behind-the-scenes 
maneuverings. 

One is a great respect for the 
Senate as an institution. House 
members might not like this com- 
parison, although no reflection on 
the House membership from 
Georgia is intended. But the 
House of Representatives often 
is remindful of the Georgia 
Legislature and the confusion 
that, attends that body: 

Not so with the Senate. The 
impression grows that the small- 
er, quieter Senate is in truth the 
greatest deliberative body of our 
time and has always been that. 


Here, with its equal representa- 


tion from all of the 48 states, 
large and small, its tradition of: 


education or atomic energy—but 


from the tyrannical majority, is 
our greatest bulwark of liberty. 

Perhaps the second most im- 
pressive aspect of this session 
was the skill and influence of 
Sen. Richard B. Russell in the 
civil rights fight and the tremen- 


“dous respect and admiration he 


commands among his colleagues 
and the press. Although he had 
help, Russell, more than any oth- 
ér man, is credited with getting 
that bill amended so as to cover 
voting rights only. 

No recapitulation of this ses- 
sion would be complete without 
mention of the skill and influence, 
too, of Senate Majority Leader 
Lyndon Johnson. 

It was Johnson who kept the 
Democratic Party from splitting 
wide open over civil rights. 

Georgia’s new junior senator, 
Herman Talmadge, made an ex- 
cellent impression on everyone by 
his able and dignified approach 
to his new job. And no Georgia 
observer could help but take 
pride in this state’s delegation in 
the House of Representatives.

A native of Chattanooga, the 
Rev. Mr. Jordan served in the 
European Theater during World 
War II.
